PROTECTION AGAINST FIRE. 
To the Editor of The Chicaco Tribune « ! 
Sra: If, as we all agree, every person when 
he discovers a fire should at once give an alarm, 
why should not every person who has given 
time and thought and practical experience to the 
‘question of how to prevent fire present his 
views to a suffering community? We all agree 
that Chicago is in great danger of conflagra- 
tions. Upon the question of how to prevent 
them, no one yet seems to know what to do. 
The abuse of your firemen is wrong, and is likely 
todo much harm. You may have some bad men, 
as there are in every body of men, but I tell you 
that there is not a company in Chicago who, 
at every alarm, do not do their very 
best to get their engines at work upon the fire 
in the amallest possible time. There is not one 
company in the city who would not be glad to 
dash out every fire in s minute, and with the 
amallest possible oss to the owners. And once 
more: When a fire in a gale of wind bas become 
a cooflagration, a river of fire, the sparks catch- 
ing and setting fire to many places far abead of 
the engines before they can be got to work, 
there ig a work to do for which no man in 
Chicago or any other city is competent. This 
problem must be settlea in some other way than 


by abusing firemen. It is not they, but the sys- 
bin wh is at fault, and ‘which must be 
changed. 


lt is the easiest thing in the world to find 
fauli—itis ove of the most difficult things, at 
least in Chicago, to arrest a large fire with the 
present system. Let me show you why you can- 
not with the present system avoid fires. — 

A fire is discovered in some one of a crowd of 
your wooden buildings on a hot day aud when 
there ie a gale of wind. At once there is con- 
fusion worse confounded. Some one must be 
sent to give the alarm tothe nearest box. Not 
one in a dozen of those asked knows where it is. 
When a person is started he rushes out, knock- 
ing down the first half-dozen men he meets, 
until he goes down before some giant himself. 
At length he reaches the box. He cannot open 


it, but soon he finds the man who has the key. 


Tired to death, he cannot speak, but screams 
something which no one can under- 
stand. The man who is to give the alarm quiets 
him somewhat, when he gasps out that our 
house is on fire!” At last he tells where the 
fire is, when the alarm is rung, and the engines 
are attached to the horses, the men mount, and 


are off to the fire. It takes some time to go over 


the average rofamile, when the engine 
is to be put in position. the horses taken away, 
the eng be attached to the hydrant, the leading 
hose got.out, the engine put to work, and the 
water got upon the fire. The average time of 
throwing the first water upon fires, from the 
first moment of its discovery, is not less than 
fifteen minutes in Chicago, or anywhere else 
where steam fire-engines are used. Does the 
fire wait that fifteen minutes? Here is the so- 
lution of the whole problem. 

All fires doubie their proportions every min- 
ute. In a gale of wi in crowded wooden 
buil or where there are inflammable oils 
or other dangerous merchandise, they quadru- 
ple every minute. This is by the rule of geo- 
netrical progression. A few examples from this 
rule will illustrate my meaning. A gentieman 
gave his daughter a guinea on her birthday, and 
i to triple it on the first day of each 
month for one year. She would have received 
265,720 guineas! A farmer would not pay $1 
for the slioeing of his horse. Well,” said 
the blacksmith, “ give me a cent for the first 


nail, two for the second, and so on for tne thir- 


ty-two nails.” Les,“ said the farmer. Tuey 
did the little sum, and found the amount to be 
paid was more than $42,000,000. In Pope's Arith- 
metic, on page 241, is the following sum: 
“Suppose 1 farthing had been put out at 
compound interest at commencement of the 
Christian era, what would it have amounted to 
in 1784 ? and suppose the amount to be in 
standard gold, allowing a cubie inch to be

have been?” More than 415,930,899,840,288 
times larger than the globe we inhabit! Such is 
isely the power of the increase of fire when 
E doubles each minute! What would it be 
when it quadruples, as, alas, it too often 
does? And the people have now in 
— a system which prevents 
firemen ; from gettin to work 
for the first fifteen minutes! The wonder is, 
not that we have so many fires, but that the City 
of Chicago, and all other large cities, are not 
rolled up as a scroll.” Aud now for the rem- 
edy. Some would have every wooden building 
destroyed. To many thousands of people it“ 
would be worse than a conflagration,—the loss, 
without the 8 of the world.

The same amount of thought and ingenuity 
which have invented the efficient revolvers has 
perfected au eflicient fire-engine, which is so 
effective and so cheap that it — be put into 
every businees-housein a city, and so effective 
applied in the minute of the discovery of 
a fire, it will, with the others which 
would be at work in two minutes, dash out nine 
out of every ten fires in a minute or two, or hold 
them in control until the arrival of the steam 
fire-engine, when the two united would always 
vent large fires. The War Department of the 
S. A. have examined aod @ practical ex- 
periments, proving these engines to be much 


more efficient than any fire-c«xtinguisher, and at 


less ihan one-fifth of the expense. It has adopted 
and sent them to nearly their military sta- 
tions. President Eliot, and Professors Eustis, 
Cooke, and Lovering, attended an exhibition for 
the purpose of seeing their efficiency, and the 
result was that fifty were purchased for the 
of Harvard University. The Fire 
Commissioners of Boston recommend their use

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out conflagrations; while numerous schemes 
are afloat for the expenditure of enormous sums 
of public money in order to attain a state of 
security, it may be worth while for practical 
minds to recall facts, and suggest practical and 
inexpensive means for the surest attainment of 


the end. 

In 1850 Chicago had about 30,000 inhabitants. 

Rookeries were the rule; brick buildings an ex- 
ception. The present business centre was 
densely packed with rookeries. Let for twenty- 
one years to. come, under an unprecedented 
growth in consequent extension of rookeries in 
every direction, with means wholly inadequate 
to battle with conflagrations, we met with but 
one instance of a conflagration, or extensive 
fire, among those very rookeries. Fires were al- 
ways reached at an early stage, and put out be- 
fore they had time to assume proportions. The 
largest fire occurred in 1859 (if I recollect the 
right year), on the West Side, sweeping from 
Lake to Carroll, and from Clinton to Desplaines 
streets, among the lumber-yards, and quite a 
number of frame and brick buildings. It was, 
however, soon conquered. 

Other large fires occurred on Lake street corner 
of Frankiin, on the corner of Wabash and Mich- 
igan avenues, and near Clark street. They were 
exclusively among the better class of structures, 
not among the rookeries, The mos gerous 
fire occurred (in 1563, I believe,) on Fulton 
street, consuming S. I. Russell's mammoth plan- 
ing-mill and basket-factory, a fame structure 
100x180 feet, six stories high, the most genuine 
tinder-box ever constructed, a threatening men- 
ace to the best interests of our rising city, But 
the fire was early discovered, and confined to its 
own biock. 

Fow let us inquire why this state of compara- 
tive security existed. Ihe solution is in the fact 
that there was a day and night-watch upon the 
tower of the old Court-House, erected in 1551. 
Until about Eix years back from the present 
time our City Fathers bad little to do with 
politics, and a majority were bent upon 
the pubiie good. The watch, consequevtiy, 
was an éfficient one, though not organized 
on a military basis. But when corruptions be- 
gan to grow rank in our Council; when the city 
had extendéd beyond the control of any one 
watchman to be ever so faithful, and when this 
watchman, too, had grown careless, the memor- 


* 


early reported, and the fate of our city was 
sealed. The Fire Department was found unable 
to grapple with fires that had assumed propor- 
tions among rookeries under the auspices of a 
keen wind. The late fires have proven, if they 
have done anything, that the fate of destruo- 
tion hangs over Chicago like the sword of Dam- 
ocles until we make up our minds that the city 
must be strictiy, carefuliy, and promptly watched 
day aud night, and every fire reported upon its 


rst outbreak. The firemen in the engine-houses 


have ever been found to be on the alert and full 
of alacrity. Ihey will extinguish every fire if 
promptly notified. 

I have conclusively shown in my letter of the 
22d of this month, published in THE IRIBUNE, 
that the cause of the conflagration was — 
elee than the unpardonable delay which occurre 

between the outbreak of the fire aod the giving 
of the signal, and that thé delay was caused by 
ignorance and indifference of the people as to 
operating the alarm-box, and by the nonexist- 
exce of any watch. In regard to tne late fire 
on State street, I have to note the fact that 
the fire was first seen by aman lodging in a 
building opposite. Awakirig, he noticed a glare 
through the window, and rising he saw the flames 
bursting from the doomed building. There is 
bardly any doubt that an efficient watch would 
have noticed the fire half an hour sooner, and 
that in such an event the lower stories might 
have readily been saved 

The Fire Mareeai informs me that*he keeps 

night-watches upon the house-towers of all eu- 
gine-houses. But this watch is, aud must be, 
inefficient, for three palpable reasons: 

First The towers are not elevated enough to 
afford a good chance. 

Second—The watch is not on an efficient basis. 
Military sentinels are put on duty for but two 
consecutive bours. xperience has amply 
roven that a man's nerve is sufficiently worn 
y two hours’ acute attention, and that charg- 
ing him with any more is detrimental to the 
efiiciency of the watch. 

Third—tThere is no certainty that the watch is 
not intrusted to an Alderman's protege, wo, 
for political reasons, must be fed at tae pubiic 


crib. 

All these different facts in this matter prove to 
me conclusively that we must, ds a matter of 
self-preservation, immediately, and without loss 
of time, establish an eflicient watch. This may 
be done by the erection of two brick-towers 
(like large chimneys) of sufficient height (say 
150 feet), one at the foot of Washington stroet, 
another at the foot of Twenty-second street, 
with a military guard of five men to each. if 
$25 per week are given as salary, tire best ma- 
teriais, such as engineers, draugutsmen, and ibe 
foremost mechanics, would readily be obtained, 
But these towers cannot be built by the city, nor 
the men selected by the authorities. Red tape 
will hinder the beginning, and loaferdom will 
creep into the guards. This watch can only be a 
matter of private enterprise. Aud since it is, in 
my honest estimation, of such vital importance 
to the best interest of our city, I appeai to the 
patriotism and generosity of her citizens to 
come forward, by way of enterprise, with the 
paltry sum of $25,000, which would suffice to 
erect the towers. and pay the guard for one year. 
The subscribers may form an association, and, 
by committee, determine the particulars of the 
enterprise. This watch, once properly estab- 
lished, I have no doubt, would positively dis- 
cover every fire at its starting-point, and the 
alert firemen, promptly notitied, would in all 
cases be masters of the situation ou their very 
arrival. 

An ounce of prevention ie worth a pound of 
cure. Let us prevent big fires rather than de- 
vise doubtful, because untried, means for their 
certain extinction. Rememberthat the demon 
once let fairly loose may vet be stronger than 
all the complicated machinery you can array 
against him. But this consideration must not 
cause us to believe that the watch alone is all we 
have todo. The possibility of carelessness on 


the part of any watch will ever be over us, and 


we must, in a measure, be prepared. We must 
sever the Fire Department from politics, and 
strengthen it. We must have laws forbidding 
the construction of fire-traps. We must regulate 
the insurance business. All this, we have rea- 
sons te hope, will be accomplished. Then, in 
addition to this, let the citizens take hold of the 
proposed watch, and security will henceforth 
reign over our beloved city, as much as it can 
reign over any human creation. 
Curcaao, July 25, 1874, 
RIVER STEAM-ENGINES.

Sim: When I left Chicago I was partially an

‘advocate of the stand-pipe; since my arrival 


here I have conversed with a number of leading 
firemen and insurance men, who have changed 
my views somewhat. They say Boston has gone 
into it quite extensively, and that by eo doing 
they are going to burn up the city again. I 
asked for an explanation, and it was this: In 
case of a fire in one of the large warehouses, the 
building, in falling, will break off the pipes 
under the ruins, and the water continues to flow 
and is drawn out of the mains, and the Fire De- 
partment have a short supply. The next build- 
ing burns with the same effect, and the result is 
more water wanted, and the engines have 
little or none to use in putting out the 
fire. Some say, have shut-offs in the 
street, but they would not be of any use, as the 
walls often fall into the street, and the valves 
would be covered up, and rendered useless. 
Firemen will not desert their own apparatus to 
use an appliance that they are not familiar with, 
besides the hose from age have become rotten, 
and some thoughtless manor boy may have 
opened a valve below, and when water was 


called for the stream would appear in some of 
the lower stories where there is no fire, destroy- 
ing thousands of doilars’ worth of goods by 
water, or the valves, by disuse, have become 
rusty, and will not open. I saw the great fires 


of Chicago and Boston, and know of the 
terrible waste of water by the breaking 
and melting of -ich and l-inch pipes. 
How much greater wil” the waste 
be with the breaking of 3 to 6 inch pipes! 
Let ‘Chicago consider how short our water- 


supply is in time of a large fire, and they will 
be careful how they adopt any plan by which the 
safety of the city 1s placed in — 

There are objections to the stand-pipe, 
but I think the one mentioned is enough to con- 
demn them. If Chicago had two or three fire- 
boats, such as the one ton has (with the im- 
provements that have ong or themselves 
since it was built), it woul be a good thing. 
The Fire Department here attach great vaiue to 
the one now in use, and are talking of building 
another one with the improvements. The writer 
has taken pains to visit it, and examine it care- 
fully, and get the views of the heads of 
the Department about the usefulness of one 
for Chicago.

THE TOWER WATER BATTERY. 
To the Editor of The Chicaoo Tribune: 

Sin: My tower water battery is a tower com- 
posed of metal pipes, jointed at certain lengths 
with metal pipes framed end braced, provided 
with. sets of fixed controllable nozzles, stayed 
avd guyed by wires and wire-cables, all mounted 
ou an iron truck or carriage. The object of this 


First—To supply hose in the face of the fire 
that cannot be melted or burst by a high degree 


of heat. 

Second—To save time by placing the tower in 
position ready for immediate use by the firemen 
when driven off by overpowering heat, and for 
sure instantaneous delivery of the several 
streams upon each story and the roof of the now 
threatened building. 

Third—To have the nozzle so arranged as to 
be safe and sure, and managed at a distance 
when the heat is above man’s endurance. 

Fourth—To supply from the batiery or tower 
a sufficient metal pipe, to connect the. ordinary 
hose from the engine at a safe distance, and 80 
insure the confining of the fire to the block in 
which it originated, 

The tower-battery is mounted upon its car- 
riage of iron, with a corrugated iron floor. hold- 
ing water deep enough to cover the bottom 
frame and axles. The tower is folded down in 
sections of from 20 to 24 feet in length, 
resting in a vertical position from its broad base, 
back upon a rest over the hind wheels, the two 
upper sections folding down over the first two. 

he tower is drawn into position by two 
horses, the wheels blocked, and the horses 
siarted off, drawing the two first sections (over 
a pully) up toa perpendicalar. They are here 
held by cable-stavs and guys; then hooked toa 
strong central pillar, raised in place with the 
first section. The horses are again started, 
drawing up the two upper sections to a perpen- 
dicular, resting near fie top of the second sec- 
tion; these are anchored and stayed, and the 
tower is ready for work. 
The hose from the engines may be attached at 
the base of the tower, or to metal pipes at a 
distance connecting with the tower. All the 
joints are made of brass, the guys of wire cable. 
The braces are all hollow,—the water to pass 
through them. Six streams are supplied to the top 
of the second section, and two at the top of each 
above. The nozzles, held. on a strong frame, 
anchored by weights and springs (protected). are 
short straight ones, and nojglesigned to condense 
but to deliver at a short distance. 
a few feet of the front, and at the roof (85 to 
90 feet), there is not the necessity for throwing 
bevond 30 or 40 feet. In this way six or 
eight streams can be kept up. The nozzles are 
arranged by pairs, each ata different angie,—one 
of the pairs for the roof, and one for the cornice 
and upper story. The others are in the same 
order. Each pair is governed by a horizontal 
lever attached to them, and managed by wires, 
so to turn them laterally at will. sweeping the 
roof and whole front at each turn-back and 
forth.

Record of Business Transacted es- 
terday. 

Judge McAllister has just granted an order 

continuing the injunction in the case of the 


pany vs. J. J. Cole and Lewis C. Stoven, com- 
menced in DuPage County for the purpose of 
restraining the collection of the Capital Stock 
tax. After the late opinion of the Supreme 
Court involving this question, the attornevs for 
the defendants in the above suit mado a motion 
to dissolve the injunction before Judge Wilcox, 
at Chambers, and upon a hearing he dissolved 
the injunction and dismissed the bill, a 
the Company had some twenty odd 
other cases of the same nature pending in the 
different Circuit Courts of this State and one in 
the Supreme Court still undecided, an applica- 
tion was made to Judge McAllister for the above 
order to restrain the collection of the tax until 
the Company can have a hearing in the Supreme 
Court, the case presenting some questions not 
involved in the one already decided. This order 
will have the effféct to stay the collectiou of this 
tax so far as this Company are concerned, until 
the final hearing of their case now pending in 
the Supreme Court. 
THE FRANKLIN BANK. 

A sweltering, incongruous mass of humanity 
gathered together in the United States Circuit 
Court room vesterday afternoon to enact the 
farce of holding a dividend meetingin the mat- 
ter of that stupendous fraud, the Franklin Bank. 
The trim schooimistress, with intelligent look, 
attempting to comprehend how she had been 
swiandied, the honest English yeoman, with a 
fringe of whiskers around the suburbs of his 
face, the swarthy Italian, the Celtic laborer, or 
his wife to represent him, and the phlegmatic 
Teuton, all helped to swell the crowd that sweat- 
ed, pushed, mopped, and swore (schoolmistresses 
excepted from the last charge) in the court- 
room. A statement was read showing the total 
receipts of the Assignee to have beeen $32,- 
392.96, and bis disbursements $5,763.27, leaving 
a balance of $26,629.69 on hand. It was also 
stated that Lombard had surrendered a large 
amount of incumbered property to the bank 
some time ago, which was possibly worth from 
$20,000 to $25,000 over and above the incum- 
brances. Briggs bad surrendered about $7,200 
worth of land, exclusive of the mortgages on 
it, but nothing could be realized for months 
in the present depressed state of the 
real estate market. There is about 
530,000 due on the capital stock, but only 
$10,000 or $15,000 could be collected. some of 
the stockholders being iusolvent. Fernando 
Jones holds $5,000, and he is responsible, aud 
also one or two others. 

A free conference meeting was then held, and 
the Assignee subjected to a sharp cross-exami- 
nation by some of the creditors wno ‘* wanted to 
know.” It was ascertained that the liabilities, 

incipally on account of the masterly financier- 
ing of Briggs and Lombard, were about $240,000, 
and that the assets depended largely on the 
amount that could be squeezed from them, Lom- 
bard's being in bankruptcy diminished tbe pros- 
pects, and they were still further lessened by a 
chancery suit instituted by Homer Cook, Lom- 
bard’s „to recover the mite he had 
surrendered to the bauk.

At the s Do date 
the bank was indebted to the plaintiff in the 
sum of $190 for money deposited in the bank, 
on which it promised to pay interest at 6 per 
cent. 

The bank has lately become insolvent, and has 
made an ment for the benefit of its credit- 
ors, The defendant, it is alleged, has not sold 
his stock three months prior to the commence- 
ment of the present suit, nor given notice of any 
sale, according to the rules of the bank. Where- 
fore the conclusion is that O. F. Fuller is liable 
for the $190 due the plaintiff, and she therefore 
brings suit, laying damages at $300. Sbufeldt, 
Bull & Westover, who appear for the plaintiffs, 
bave bad thedeclaration printed, and, from ali 
appearances, the present batch are only 
the first grist of a large grinding. This is a 
new departure to recover deposits, and, if some 
unlucky demurrer does not spoil the bopes of 
the plaintiffs, they may recover their earnings, 
and feel happy that they do not belong to the 
creditors of the Franklin Bank.

men as possible on the jury, and finally sub- 


Immediately after 
the jury had been sworn, the representative of 
District-Attorney Phelps retired from the case, 
and announced that the prosecution would be 
conducted by Mesers.

al powers, great ability, and was not without 
considerable personal attractions. 
fortunate enough to stand charged with a crime, 
and it was to be hoped that if sue was guilty she 
would be convicted. Mr. Roddy became ac- 
quainted with Miss Shotwell in 1867, having been 
introduced to her by a lady inthis city. Gen. 
. Koddy saw Miss Shotwell home, and baving met 
her afterward an intimacy grew up which lasted 
for several years. She was a lady of remarkable 
and marvelous powers of fascination. She want- 
ed money, and she got it from him; first in small 
sums, afterward in large amounts. She had 
him in her power, and she knewit. He was a 
married man, and ber demands were accompa- 
nied with threats that in case of non-compliance 
his wife aud family should have a full exposure, 
She was av angel at ürst, but soon showed her 
claws. She went from place to place, getting 
large amouots periodically, and receiving from 
Gen. Roddy more than $50,000. She brought 
him down from a.wealthy man to depenieng 
and poverty, and left him ruined, with the ald 
native of either exposing himself to shame in a 
court, blowing out his brains, or jumping off the 
the dock. Iu 1874 the parties separated. Be- 
fore this she had gone steathily into his room 
and stolen his money and papers from his teunk, 
threatening to expose him and others besides 
him. Subsequent to this she commenced ac- 
tions against Gen. Roddy on a bond for 550, 000, 
which he had given bet in order to be released, 
knowing only too well that he would have to com- 
promise with her on her own terms. This he 
did, and obtained possession of the bond. 


She then wrote to his wife, determined, as she 
was, to work his ruin or accomplish her object. 
Half crazed, he flea to Europe. Here he was 


not safe either, for she sent him a letter telling 
him that there was a lawsuit pending in this 
country, and he had better return and look after 
bis name. At this time he saw in a New York 
newspaper that she had commenced an action 
for grand larceny against a mau named Everett, 
whom she charged with stealing a 850,000 
bond, which, to his unutterable astonishment, 
Gen. Roddy found was the bond delivered to 
him by Miss Shotwell, and which he thought he 
still carried in his trunk. The General at once 
searched his trunks, and found that the bond 
aod other papers had been stolen, the prisoner 
having entered his room and abstracted them on 
the night before he sailed for Europe. He at 
once returned to America to try and settle 
the suit and avert the exposure which bad 
now come. She had commenced suits 
against him in the name of Miss Shotwell 
against Roddy, and he met them. He, wretch- 
ed as he was, met her demands as long as he 
could, and when his money became eibausted 
he could do no more. It was no use. It was 
$1 to-day, $10 to-morrow, and $100 the next 
day. He was unfitted for business, and misera- 
ble in the extreme. He went to Taylor's Hotel, 
Jersey City, to escape her, bat it was no use— 
there she was. He went to Wasbington, but 
even there she followed him.

THE POWER OF REMOVAL POSSESSED BY TERRI- 
TORIAL GOVERNORS. 

Wasuinoton, July 25.—Upon the question 
submitted by Gov. McCook, whether, as Gov- 
ernor of Colorado, he possessed the wer to 
remove or suspend ‘l'erritorial officers for cause, 
or under any circumstances, Acting Atty.-Gon. 
Phillips has decided that the Governor of a Ter- 
ritory can remove only such officersas have been 
duly appointed by the Governer to bold at 
pleasure. He has no power to remove oflicers 
appointed during pleasure by others, unless the 
organic law, or, in some cases at least, the Terri- 
torial law, expressly authorize him.

All the genuine $5 notes of this bahk should 
hereafter be refused, and the notes of that de- 
nomination thus drivén out of circulation. No 
more of their notes will be issued hereafter vy 
the Comptroller of the Currency. The atten- 
tion of bank officers is especially called to the 
necessity of promptly. returning these notes, 
which will entirely prevent the circulation of the 
counterteit.

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

San Francisco, Cal., July 25.—A dispatch 
from Eureka, Nev., gives particulars of the 
storm yesterday. It bad been raining with great 
violeuce from early morning till noon, when the 
cloud burst on a lofty range of mountains to the 
east, and a vast volume of water rusbed down 
thé canon where the town is located. The east- 
ern part of the town was flooded in ten minutes 
by the fearful rush of water, which was con- 
stantly increasing in its violence, depth, and im- 
petuosity. The people of a portion of the place 
were bemmed in. Every moment houses were 
torn from their foundations and swept away 
with their .occupants. Ropes were pro- 
cured, a line was formed, and brave men, thus 
protected, dashed into the torrent and saved 
many lives. Ouly a few women and chiidren 
were lost. The body of one, Mrs. Brady, was 
recovered. Rodger Robinett, a reporter of the 
Sentinel, is among the drowned. ‘The Sentinel 
office was swept away. The bodies are being 
brought to the Court-House as fast as they are 
recovered. Three Chinamen are lost. Thirty 
houses were swept away io all. The part of the 
town devoted to dance-houses and other places 
of amusement is gone. The flood lasted only 
half an hour. 

The total! loss of life is not yet known, but it 
is believed that it will reach twenty-five or 
thirty. 

The weather is still threatening.

Only a few of the iaws relating to property 
have as yet been discovered. These, however, 
must have existed, since trade transactions were 
carried on actively. We may see numerous black 
stoves in the museum, which record the sale and 
purchase of particular lands, and the most terri- 
ble curses are invoked upon the heads of those 
who should injure and destroy these evidences 
of the ownership of property. One of them, 
lately found by Mr. Smith, tells us that the 

und mentioned in it was bestowed by the 
‘ing upon a sort of poet-laurate on account of 
some panegyrics he bad written upon 
the Kingdom. Still more plentifal 
than these are private contract tablets 
often inclosed in an outer coating of clay, on 
which an abstract of the contents of the inner 
tabiet is stamped. Many of them are pierced 
with holes, through which strings were 
attached to leaves of papyri. The latter have 
long since perished; but. papyrus was used by 
the Accadians as a writing material at a remote 
date, although the more durable clay tablets 
were preferred. The mercantile class seems to 
have consisted chiefly of Semites rather than of 
Accadians; and, if we want to find the fullest 
development of business and commerce, we must 
come down to the eighth and seventh centuries 
B. C., when Nineveh was a bustling centre of 
trade. Tyre had been destroyed by the Assyr- 
ian Kings, and the trade had accordingly trans- 
ferred itself farther to the East. Carche- 
mish, which was favorably situated near the 
Euphrates, was the meeting-place of the mer- 
chants of all nations, aud the manch of Car- 
chemish became the standard of weight. 
Houses and other property, including slaves, 
were bought and sold; and the carefulness with 
which the deeds of sale or lease were drawn up, 
the details into which they went, aud the num- 
ber of attesting witnesses, were quite wortby of 
a modern lawyer. Money, too, was lent at inter- 
est, usually at the rate of 4 per cent, but some- 
times more, especialiy when goods like iron were 
borrowed, at 3 per cent. Security for the 
loan was often taken in houses or other proper- 
ty. The witnessing and contracting parties gen- 
erally aflixed their seals; but, where they were 
too poor to possess any, a nail-mark was con- 
sidered sufficient. All this appreciation 
and interchanging ef prcperty led,

There have been as many murders in this city 
during the past two weeks as during the preced- 
ing two years; that is to say, two. What this 
remarkable outbreak of ferocity can have been 
occasioned by is a marvel to our people, who do 
not like such things, and have not yet grown ac- 
customed to them under the benignani sway of 
Chief of Police Beck, who has been running che 
criminal classes of Milwaukee for the best part 
of a quarter of a century,—a man apparently in 
we of life, as bard as iron and tough as 
Bt vet. Full particulars of these two re- 
cent murders have been duly telegraphed to 
Tus TRIBUNE. In connecuon with them, 
a line or two recalling the tragedies that have 
decurred the past few years will be read with 
interest by Milwaukee people. 

The last that can be remembered with any 
certainty took place in 1867, when a young man 
named Tesch was murdered by Elias H. Reed 
aud Andrew Howard, two men of Milton Junc- 
tion, of rough character, who had strayed into 
Chicago, got *‘ busted” and were on their way 
to Milwaukee tramping, when they met young 
Tesch, who was going bome to spend Sunday, 
in the deep railroad cut near the rolling-mills, as- 
saulted aud killed him, and stole his watch. 
They were pursued and eventually arrested, and 
on May , 1868, sent to prison for life. 

In 1870, Adam Enlhart murdered one Mr. 
Baker. On the 12th of September of that year 
the parties were drinking in a saloon, and got 
into a row, aud on Ehlhart going home he was 
pursued by Bake r, and stab on his own door- 
step. He died from the effects of the stab. The 
murderer was sent to prison for seven years. 

On April 30, 1871, John Schlatter was arrested 
for causing the death of one Ulrich, by poison. 
It was supposed that Schlatter was egged on wd 
Ulrich's wife, but that part of the story has al- 
ways been shrouded in mystery. All that was 
certain was that Ulrich died a violent death, and 
Schlatter bad a hand in it, for which he was sent 
to State Prison for life. 

On Sept. 6, 1872, Louis Fetke murdered his 
wife. This wasa brutal affair. Fetke was a 
miserable cuss, in the words of the police, and, 
in a perfectly causeless rage with his wife, 
hacked her to death with an axe, she having his 
child im her arms at the time. He was sentenced, 
Dec. 31, 1872, to prison for life. 

These were all the murders, except one, since 
1867, until the two of last week and the week be- 
fore. It i doubiful if any city in the Union of 
similar size can show such a record. It is acom- 
mon practice for ladies to walk about the shady 
streets at night, for the sake of the cool even- 
ing air. They are never molested. Nobody ever 
dreams of being attacked by roughs. Your 
- correspondent hada talk with Mr. Beck on the 
og of the extraordinary freedom of crime 
in Milwaukee as compared to her great neigh- 
bor, Chicago. Although one would say the 
Chief has every reason to be proud of his 
authority, be is, in reality, a man who has nota 
word to say iu eelf-praise. One cannot get him 
to talk half epough. The only explanation 
he pretends to offer for the singularity is the 
fact that all the thieves and rascals have paid 
Milwaukee a visit and been mstanily driven out, 
and now give the city a wide berth. The 
dangerous classes are well known to the police, 
who have beev on duty s0 many vears that they 
are familiar with the history of every profession- 
al tramp aud dangerous character in the coun- 
try. The depots and steamboats are carefully 
watched by officers in citizens’ attire. Anv man 
who is suepected is always — shadowed 
until his true character is discovered, when, if a 
bad ove, be is suddenly seized and brought be 
fore the Chief, who just gives him a lecture, 
warns him to be off, and never visit the city again, 
avd then bas him quietly shipped. The houses of 
ill-fame and gambling are all under constant 
watch and surveillance. Whenever a gambler 
or unfortunate woman comes to town, he or she 
is brought before the Chief and warned that the 
official eye is on them, and that their true in- 
terest is to quit, but if they won't quit, to mind 
their p’s and q's. It is almost an unknown 
thing to have a row in either of the class of 
abominations mentioned. As for our own 
roughs, every one bas such a wholesome terror 
of “the Chief that he generally «lips off to 
some other city before he is matured in 
the ways of vice. The Chief has two 
treatments, Kendricks and Shaughnessy, who 
understand exactly the policy of Mr. Beck, and 
carry it out so implicitly that we shall never learn 
we are not an innocent community until 
the three of them die.

teaches the duty of forgiveness for the gravest 
us well as the least offenses.

? ‘Tilton says he forgave, there is a metropolitan 
chorus of denunciation raised against him in a 
Christian city because he didn’t do something 
different from what he says he did—something 
different from what Christ explicitly enjoined 
‘that he should do. 
Wo are not concerned to defend Tilton against 
tho charge of inconsistency, but we cannot fail 
to remind his aseailants that they have not yet

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BEECHER’S RELIGION. 

There is altogether too much said of the harm 

the Beecher case is likely to cause to Christiani- 
ty. Beecher has professed himself a Christian. 
He has professed to teach Christianity. Whether 
‘Christ, however, would recognize his teachings 
in the philosophy of Beecher has sometimes 
been questioned by the orthodox. Certainly 
there has sometimes been more of Beecher than 
of Christ in the sermons delivered in Plymouth 
Church, Brooklyn. Most people went to Ply- 
mouth Church as they would go to a theatre, not 
as they go to atemple of the Most High. They 
went oftener to listen to Beecher’s oracles, not 
tothe oracles of God. Beecher'’s downfall may, 
therefore, be the downfall of Plymouth Church, 
just as the death of a great actor may be 
the end of a place of amusement. The unveil- 
ing of his hypocrisy, if he is guilty, ean hurt no 
one’s Christianity but the Christianity of those 
whose religion is Beecherism. To what a sorry 
condition, in this nineteenth century, is Chris- 
tianity reduced if the fall of one mau can shake 
it. Beecher's fall does not argue the weakness 
or the shallowness of Christianity. It proves 
the depth of Beecher's hypocrisy, and it proves 
nothing more. If Beecher has been, all this 
time, an immoral man; if he has been a seducer 
and an adulterer, he has in fact not been a 
Christian. Mr. Beecher may have invented a 
new literature, and called it Christianity, It 
was not philosophy, for it lacked method, and 
substance, and tangibility, which no real philoso- 
phy does. It was not science. It enuuciated no 
undoubted truth—no truth which by the 
tests of ecience could be verified. It was 
not religion, for it drew no man nearer 
to God than he could have been drawn by 
methods in use before Beecher was born. His 
discourses did not have the merit of the old- 
fashioned orthodoxy. They did not have the 
merits, nor embody the results, of the re- 
searches of men who have broken loose from 
orthodoxy.. They. are not brimful of faith. 
They do not tend to make men accept the 
inspiration of the Scriptures or the doctrine of 
Justification or of the Atonement. But neither 
do they consist of critical examination. The 
Christ of Beecher’s sermons is not the Christ 
of orthodoxy, neither is He the Christ of mod- 
ern -Rationalism. He presents us no such 
august Divine figure as John, no such admirable 
character as that of Keim or the author of 
Eece Homo. His Christ w the Christ of 
Beecher, nothing more and nothing less. 
If the cause of such a Christ snffers 
from Beecher’s downfall, the world can stand it. 
But Cbristianity cannot be harmed by anything 
Beecher may do. Christianity is 3 world- 
movement which no man’s action can arrest, any 
more thau a bulrush can dam up the waters of 
the Nile. If Beecher be what Tilton alleges, his 
downfall can only benefit Christianity, as any 
army is stronger and more efficient after itis 
cleared of taaitors. 


THE CASE OF ISAACSON. 
The arrest of the man Isaacson, under certain 
alleged facts, gave mee to the opinion that an 


actual case of incendiarism had been discovered; 


that the origin of the fire of July 14 had been 
ascertained; and that the law would make such 
an example of the guilty as would be a warning 
to all others, The man Isaacson is 6 Polish 
fsraelite, as were most of his neighbors and 
the witnesses. He had been a dealer in rags and 
iron, but has more recently followed fruit-ped- 
dling. He is rather unprepossessing in ap- 
pearance, and seems to have been unpopular 
among his neighbors. He has a wife and one 
child, 

The testimony taken before the examining 
magistrate for the prosecution was that Isaac- 
son had expressed a strong desire to get rid of 
his houses; that he had said they were unprofit- 
able; that he had said he was insured for $2,400; 
that he had refused to whitewash the premises; 
that he had offered a witness $100 to set fire to 
the houses; and thata fire had actually taken 
place there two weeks previously, for which Isaac- 
son, had been arrested, but discharged. Rose 
Goldsmidt, @ child, declared that she had 
heard Mra, Isaacson say to a number 
of persone that, “unless her head was not 
on her shoulders, all Fourth avenue would burn, 
or go down.” Subsequently the child took this 
| Story back, saying that certain men had told her 
what to say, and promised to pay her for saying 
it. The officer who arrested Mrs. Isaacson asked 
her, on the way to the prison, why she eet fire 
to the premises, and she said “ because she 
wanted to, and that she had set fire to it witha 
candic.” This was considered a confession. 
All the witnesses for the prosecution located the 
origm of the fire in Isaacson’s barn,—one of 
them declaring that he saw biue fire, like that 
produced by kerosene, coming therefrom, and 
this before any other building was on fire. One 
witness declared that he was about to take rooms 
in Isaacson's house, when the latter advised him 
not to do so, as it would be burned down. ' 

For the defense, it was proved by an over- 
whelming array of evidence that Isaacson was 
absent from the neighborhood all day, and that, 
at the time of the fire breaking out, he. was 
peddling fruit on Sherman street ; so the prose- 
cution was forced to claim that the actual firing 
was done by Mrs. Isaacson. A boy who had been 
sent to get a horse from the barn adjoining 
Isaacson's declared that he was there when the 
fire broke out, and did not see Mrs. Isaacson 
come near the barn, which was locked. A 
boarder in the house testified that Mrs. lsaacson 
had been ‘hard at work washing until 2 p. m., 
aud that from that hour until the fire broke out 
had been sitting in the hall of the Louse, and 
had never left it. A Mr. Blumenthal declared 
that he was in the alley when the fire was burn- 
ing the barn in rear of No. 272, and Isaacsou’s, 
which was in rear of No. 276, was not then on 
fire. Other witnesses testified that the fire did 
not originate in Isaacson’s barn at all. Mrs. 
Isaacson declared that sbe did not understand a 
word the officer said when he arrested her, and 
made no confession to him. She was not able to 
save anything from the house. The prisoner 
Isascson stated that he owned two large 
frame dwellings and one small building.’ 
They were worth together $4,200, and were 
insured for $1,100. From these buildings he 
received a monthly rent of $105. He hall re- 


a cost of £130, put the houses in repair. He 
was absent from home all day, and he denied 
the various stories as to his being tired of his 
property and wanting it burned up. His annual 
rents exceeded the whole amount of insurance.

The witnesses generally 
speak and understand English imperfectly; some 
not at all.

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cently renewed bis lease for three years, and, at 


poe accordingly, There seems to be 


a total absence of motive. The man is 
evidently industrions and thrifty. He had ac- 
cumulated enough to purchase the three tene- 
ments; that he rented them judiciously is shown 
by the heavy rents he received. He put the case 
strongly when be showed that his rent for one 
year exceeded the aggregate insurance; that he 
had just renewed his lease, and was fully aware 
that if the buildings burned he could only replace 
them with more costly brick ones. These facts 
seem to exclude the theory of firing the premises 
to get the insurance-money; such an operation 
would have been @ losing one in a pecuniary 
way. While it is desirable that any person 
guilty of the horrible crime of arson shall be 
convicted and punished, it is equally important 
that mere neighborhood clamor and dislike shall 
not be permitted to usurp the functions of jus- 
tice. A conviction for areon, when the case is 
clear, will alone justify such a punishment as 
will exercise a deterrent iufluence. 


THE CITIZENS’ ASSOCIATION. 

A new reform organization, which proposes to 
establish a bemi-millennium in the shortest pos- 
sible time, has been started in this city. It 
means to secure us better municipal govern- 
ment, a higher state of general welfare, immu- 
nity from careless or corrupt legislation, prompt 
enforcement of good laws, development of trade, 
favorable State and National legislation, wide- 
spread interest in municipal affairs, the correc- 
tion of existing abuves, and their prevention in 
the future. This is an amazing, if some- 
what tautological, calalogue of benefits. If 
the tithe is realized, we cannot be too grateful. 
The machinery that is to effect these results 
consists of, first, all citizens of Chicago who are 
legal voters and tax-payers and will sign the 
Constitution ; second, of the usual set of of- 
ficers ; third, of a Central Committee of five 
from each ward; and, fourth, of an Executive 
Committee, chosen by the Central Committee. 
The Constitution contains some admirable pro- 
visions. Sec. 8 of Art. 1 reads: 

This Association shall not engage in furthering the 
interests of any religious eect or denomination, nor 
of any political party organization, nor of any or- 
ganization engaged or interested in promoting or se- 
curing temperance or sumptuary legislation, 

Bec. 2 of Art. 8 provides that no teats 
of creed, religious or political opinion, 
or nationality, shall be imposed” as condi- 
tions of membership. The gentlemen who have 
so far been prominent in the organization of the 
Association are, with scarcely an exception, 
first-class men. 

The Association is exposed to one great dan- 
ger. Whileitis anew broom it doubtless will 
not lack guiding hands. Dut when its business 
of detection and warning drops into routine 
work, will the gentlemen who are now so earnest, 
go enthusiastic, persevere in the good work they 
have planned? We hope so, There is great 
need of such a society. Its presence will be a 
constant benefit. It wül supply what is so 
much needed,—a centre of discontent with 
the bad, of approval of the good. We 
trust that its members will stand by their 
guna, and that the Citizens’ Association may be 
a thing of many days and many years, instead 
of an ephemeral protest against municipal 
wrongs, which, like a flash of lightning, will 
make the darkness it dispels for an instant close 
in more densely than ever. The immediate work 
before the reformers is the enforcement of the 
Fire-Limits law. The good of this enactment 
depends upon the doings of the next two months. 
If it is enforced now, it can be enforced forever. 
Let the Citizens’ Association look to it now. 
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CENTRAL CHURCKES. 

It seems to be as difficult for a section of a 
city as fora man to serve God and mammon 
Trade gradually drives out churches. It is only 
a few years since Court-House square had three 
or more churches facing it. Only one—the First 
Methodist—is left now. That lurks in the dpper 
story of a business block, and would searcely 
be noticed by the castal wayfarer. Our 
two great fires have driven the Second 
Presbyterian from Wabash and Washing- 
ton; the First Presbyterian from Wabash 
and Congress; the Swedenborgian, whence Mr. 
Scammon was wont to indite prayers for certifi- 
cates of character to the General Assembly. 
from Adams; Trinity Episcopal from Jackson; 
Saint Mary’s from Madison and Wabash; the 
First Methodist from Wabash and Harrison; 
Laird Collier’s Church of the Messiah from Wa- 
bash, near Hubbard court; the First Baptist 
from a neighboring locality; the Synagogue 
from Wabash and Peck court; and Plymouth 
Congregational from Wabash and Eldridge court. 
The mile which once gave Wabash avenue its 
name of the Street of Churches now has not 
a church upon it. The congregations that 
have not been barnt out have moved out. 
The same process has been going on on the 
North Side. The ehurches near the river which 
were destroyed in the great fire have been left in 
ruins. Thus a very large section of our city is 
destitute of church advantages. It contains all 
the large hotels and hundreds of lodging-rooms 
in the upper stories of business blocks. Prof. 
Swing’s services in McVicker’s Theatre showed 
that it could furnish very large, if not very 
charitabie, audiences. Men who are interested 
in charch-work could not do better than to rent 
or build a commodious hall in the heart of the 
business quarter and open it for service at least 
once every Sunday. A preacher of acknowledged 
power could keep it full. If Prof. Swing's 
friends have not given up the “ Tabernacle” 
idea, here is their chance. The field is ripe for 
the harvest, but the laborers are few. 
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A NO-POPERY RIOT, 

Harper's Weekly of last Saturday contains 8 
portrait of Archbishop Manning (taken from the 
London Graphic without acknowledgment) and 
two columns of ill-judged denunciation of Dr. 
Manning from the pen of a (presumably) young 
person named Eugene Lawrence, whose function 
in life seems to be to fling mud at everything 
Catholic. Low abuse does little harm. We have 
pointed ont, from time to time, some of the@r- 
rors ot the Church of Rome. Her reactionary tend- 
eacy, her opposition to progress, her antagonism 
to free schools,—these have often been rebuked 
in Tux Tarpuns. Mr. Eugene Lawrence, how- 
ever, is apparently incapable of seeing that there 
may be something good in this, the most numer- 
ous of the Christian sects. Oatholiciem is his 
redrag. The sight of it driyes him mad. He 
tolls us that Dr. Manning had “ no want of pre- 
ferment” in the Established Church of England, 
and immediately insinuates that his * obscurity ” 
in that Church was the real cause of his conver- 
sion to Bomanism. Because Dr. Manning 
changed his mind, Mr. Lawrence thinks 
. — himself! We trust that 
N colish critie may speedily change hi 
Own mind, and 80 avoid stultifloation. — 
cause the Archbishop calls the British Purlia- 
ment, which opposes Papal supremacy, „the 


_ kreatest of legislative bodies,” he is inconsistent, 


with some surprise, that this able priest has 
energy, but little intellect. His keen writings, 
though sometimes disfigured by slips in logic, 
are enough in themselves to give any man 
a reputation for intellect. We have no 
space to discuss the sweeping asser- 
tions against Catholicism and Catholics 
which round out this strangely erroneous 
essay. Even the declaration that Bismarck was 
attacked by a Roman Catholic fanatic and 
priest” must go unanswered. Mr. Eugene Law- 
renee is harming the cause he wishes to uphold. 
The Church of Rome, despite its many failings, 
is a great power for good as well as for evil. It 
contains many eminent and noble men. And 
Archbishop Manning is, perhaps, the noblest 
Roman of them all. The next time Hurper's 
Weekly cribs a portrait from the Graphic, it had 
better crib the accompanying sketch of the sub- 


ject too. 


RELIGIOUS ABSURDITIES. 

The absurdities perpetrated by some in the 
name of religion can only be explained by the 
deficiency of such persons in the sense of the 
ludicrous. If their sensitiveness to ridicule were 
equal to their egotism, they might be made to 
see themselves as others see them. 

The revivalist who offers a chromo to every 
convert may be the creature of a grotesque 
fancy, but there are artifices resorted to for 
“ winning souls that do not fall far below this 
in mischievous absurdity. They consist of 
wrenched texts like Let her drive,” or of ec- 
centric phraseology, such as Here is a verse 
that presents a nauseated Christ,” or of labori- 
ous attempts at facetious piety, as, for example, 
an advertisement of a soap-dealer which con- 
tains the following puff by a Brooklyn divine; 
»I have used your soap with pleasure and profit, 
but best of all I have held pleasant converse with 
you concerning Him who washes all our sins 
away.” Perhaps both soap-dealer and soap- 
headed parson would justify this exchange of 
puff for article puffed by the axiom Business 
is business.” 

We recollect seeing on a huge banner at a 
country fair, “Ye ought to turn from these ly- 
ing yanities unto the living God.” This is cer- 
tainly not the application of the text most likely 
to conciliate an intelligent farmer, who could 
hardly be expected to look upon his fat oxen and 
premium wheat as lying vanities and offensive 
to God. An ordinary eye for the fitness of things 
would have made a betier selection, or, rather, 
none at all. The same beneficent eye might 
have prevented the I. M. C. A. of this city from 
following the late corner-stone procession in a 
cart, carrying a banner with the inecription, 
„Jesus Chriss the Corner-Stone.” It might 
have restrained the injudicious Tory who, 
during the late election in England, started the 
hustings cry, Beer and the Bible! Stand by a 
National Church and a National Beverage.” 

Perhaps the reverend gentleman who pro- 
nounced an eulogium the other day upon Jim 
Fisk,” at the dedication of a monument to that 
illustrious scoundrel, would have declined the in- 
vitation if he had realized the incongruity of the 
spectacle. He did not deliberately design to 
bring reproach upon the public virtue; he is 
simply deficient in the sense of the incongruous. 
Perheps the clergyman who has been arraigned 
by the Chesapeake Presbytery for trying to im- 
press the decalogue upon his wife with his fist 
would have escaped this unpleasant duty could 
he have foreseen what everybody else sees—how 
ridiculous a duty it is. His defense is that on 
coming down to breakfast on Sunday morn- 
ing his Sabbatarian suspicions were aroused 
by seeing some . eggs upon the table. 
He suspected, not the eggs, but his wife. 
He catechised her, and she admitted that she 
had borrowed those eggs that morning, and, for 
aught she knew (this is our suspiciou), they 
might have been laid during the small hours of 
that sacred day. Her husband “told her that 
he would teach her bow to break the Sabbath,” 
and he did so by nearly breaking her jaw with 
his own hand. What isa wife's jaw to a hus- 
band’s Sabbath? We recommend this sixth 
sense to those missionaries in Rome who appeal 
for money not so much because of the spiritual 
destitution of the Romans as because those 
who are supplying the destitute are under the 
special command of the Almighty to “make 
Rome howl” witha Protestant theology. One 
of them says he was pushed and pulled 
into Rome by the Lord,” implying, by the 
way, that the Lord and he,—or rather he

That is the theory of the dramatic 
missionary, but it is not so enchanting as it was. 
The element of absurdity is beginning to tell. 

A youth at a camp-mecting in Nebraska 
jumped into a well with the remark that he 
** guessed he would goto glory.“ He was res- 
cued, but his morbid impulse” is probably too 
far gone to admit of the cure we propose. He is 
beyond the reach of his sense of the ridicuions. 
His fate, however, should be a warning to other 
absurd religious people, who may yet save 
their reason by exercising it, and increase their 
stock of common senge by cultivating it. They 
may arouse themselves in time to see that relig- 
ion, to be healthy, must be at least sane, 
and that to keep’ it sane it must be 
mized with our every-day work-a-day life. 
As there is nothing in this world so 
fascinating to the common ran of people as 
a simple and carnest retigious life, so there is 
nothing more transparent or repugnant to them 
than the ranting egotism which mistakes itself 
for religious zeal, or the pious buffoonery which, 
while it may split the ears of the groundlings, 
must alienate the thoughtful, confirm the 
skeptical, and make the judictous grieve.

MISSIONARY RELIGIONS. 

When it was announced that Max Muller was 
to lecture on Sunday in Westminster Abbey, 
High Churchmen called it a desecration, When 
the lecture was published, Churchmen snd Dis- 
senters groaned alike at its doctrine. It classi- 
fied the yreat religions as missionary and non- 
missionary. In the first-category the speaker 
placed Buddhism, Christianity, and Mahomet- 
anism. In the second he put Brabmaniam, 
Judaism, and Zoroastrianism. The former were 
vital, growing. The latter were dying or dead. 
The reflex action of missionary effort kept 6 re- 
ligion alive. Nothing else could insure long life. 
The world was to be portioned out, therefore, 
between Buddhism, Christianity, and Mahomet- 
anism. So said the Professor. This classi- 
fication of Christianity with two other 
forms of feith gave ite devotess great 
disquiet. When the ever-ready storm of 
reproaches had somewhat died away, Prof. 
Muller found that he had managed to offend 
believers in all the missionary religions. He- 
was accused of misrepresenting all of them. 
Buddhists opened fire upon him. Mahometans 
tried to show how he had underrated the strength 
of their creed. Now the votaries of the non-mis- 
sionary religions are upon him, It is said that, 
though Zoroaster opposed missions, his follow- 
ers have broader views. The Parsees are 
busily proselyting in the far East. Dr. Adler, 
the Chief Rabbi of London, declares that the 
Hebrews have been the most proselytizing 
people in the world.” The Rev. Charles Voysey 
defends this saying. A Jewish mission- 
ary society is now. being formed in 
London.

The ablest reply is in 
behalf of Brahmanism. The Fortnightly Review 
for this month publishes an elaborate article by 
Mr. A. C. Lyall on the condition and prospects 
of the great Hindu creed. He says it proselytes 
rapidly. More persons in India become every 
year Brahamanists than all the converts to ail 
the other religions in India put together.” It 
gathers converts in two ways. Whole tribes on 
the outskirts of Hindostan embrace it en masse. 
This process is a frequent one. Secondly, Brah- 
manism absorbs all the new sects which are con- 
tiuually appearing. Its creed is Capacious, A- 
most all beliefa can find a resting-piace in it. 
A prophet“ speaks. Thousands of efedulous 
Hindus flock to him. In a short time, he and 
his followers are within the fold of Brahma. 
Mr. Lyall declares that their feith “ still 
lives and is propagated in India faster than any 
other religion” because it is indigenous, the 
product of circumstances that still exist; be- 
cause it is a social system, — man is not 6 
Hindu because he inhabits India or belongs to 
any particular race or State, but because be is a 
Brahmin”; and, finally, because it provides a 
constant supply of miracles, and the Hindu 
makes miracles a prerequisite of faith. It is as 
strong as Buddhism or Mehometanism, says the 
writer, and will come out in as good condition as 
they from the great fight that the four faiths will 
wage on Indian soil ere long. : 

Max Muller has appended a note to this 
cle. He defends his views by saying that a re- 
ligion may be proselytizing and yet not non-mis- 
sionary. The word proselytes means literally 
“those who come to us, not those to whom 
we go.” By 2 missionary religion the 
lecturer did not mean one which suffered con- 
yerta to enter its fold, but one in which the 
spreading of the truth and the converson of un- 
believers are raised to the rank of a sacred duty 
by the founder or his immediate successors.” 
Brahmanism accepts proselytes. It does not 
conduct missions. Therefore Prof. Muller still 
considers it as dying. He qualifies this state- 
ment, however, by saying: 

When I spoke of Brahmanism as dead, I meant the 


ized by the Brahmans, though scorned by them in se 
cret, I did not mean the worship of Brahma as the 
Supreme Spirit, which hes existed m India from the 
time of the Upanishads to the present day, and has 
lately assumed the Brahmoism,—a worship so pure, so 
exalted, so deepiy human, so truly divine, that every 
man can join in it without apostasy, whether he be 
boru a Jew, a Geniile, or a Christian. There 
is a Christianity that is dead, though it may be pro- 
fessed by millions of people, but there is also, let us 
trust, a Christianity that is alive, though it may count 
but twelve apostles, 

It is an able reply, but most readers of Mr. 
Lyall’s article will transfer the Hindu creed to 
the first category,—that of the missionary re- 


ligions. 


ALCOHOL VS. OPIUM. 

Until 1840, our importation of opium did not 
exceed the proper medicinal demand for the 
drug. We used, in that year, about 24,000 
pounds of it. In 1870, we imported 154,841 
pounds; in 1872, over 250,000. The Chinese 
demand for opium prepared for smoking ac- 
counts for about one-eighth of this. Three- 
eighths are absorbed in prescriptions, —prescrip- 
tions which are too often wrecklessly written, 
as wo shall show hereafter. This leaves 
50 per cent, or about 125,000 pounds of 
poison, unaccounted for. The books of 
wholesale drug-houses in the East show heavy 
sales of opium to the country dealers. The 
habit of opium-eating seems to prevail chiefly 
among women, The fact may explain the great 
percentage.of farmers’ wives in lunatic asylums. 
The author of “The Opium Habit” estimates 
that there are 80,000 or 100,000 habitual opium- 
eaters in the country. There are somewhat pre- 
cise returns, however, only from the State of 
statistics, Massachusettes. The apothecaries in 
the smaller towns of the Commonwealth report 
an alarming state of things. We subjoin afew 
notes furnished by different draggists to the 
Board of Health;

„% The habit of opium-chewing has become very 
prevalent in the British Islands, especially since 
the use of alcoholic drinks has been to so great 
an extent abandoned.” Morehouse, in his His- 
tory of Inebriating Liquors,” declares that the 
Mahommedans began to use opium when wine 
was forbidden them. Ia Turkey, increased 
demand for wine, of late years, has been 
accompanied by diminished demand for opium. 
In hot countries, opium and similar ‘substances 
are very generally used in place of alcoholic 
stimulants. These instances establish a proba- 
bility that opium and alcohol conflict with gach 
other. The use of one is apt to involve the dis- 
use of the other. A number of Massachusetts 
apothecaries take this view. Oue Boston drug- 
gist says: Have but one customer, and that

GOV. CALDWELL 
iow He Died—Sketch of Wis Life. 
From the Raleach (N. C.) Creacent, 

Gov. Tod R. Caldwell ‘died — Hillsboro Satur- 
day evening at 15 minutes to 6 o'clock. He left 
this city in 1 good health Thursday, aud 
thet morning he was in the stockholders meet- 
ing at Hillsboro. Death no doubt was on him 
they, About 2 o'clock that day he saw Maj. 
fom Cain ou the street and told him that he 
didn’t feel well; that he got a mean drink of 
water at Durham, and it made him sick. He 
went to Col. Tom Ruffin's, and shortly com- 
plained of pains in his stomach. He suffered 
the whele night. On Friday Dr, Strudwiek 
called. Friday evening the pain seemed to be 
allayed aod the Governor thought he was 
better, and so thought all his friends; 
but physicians knew better, for 
his pulse was petting weaker. Friday night at 
10 o'clock Dr. Strudwiek sent for Dr. E. Burke 
Haywood, of this city, the Governor's private 
ante pred Saturday morning the Governor 
eoked bright and comfortable. The special 
train arrived about 1 o'clock, bringing Dr. Hay- 
wood, His mind seemed clear and his strength 
was wonderful. He was continually falling iuto 
fitful naps that would last about five minutes. 
Not one hour before he died they had him up on 
the floor, and Maj. Tom Cain and bis wife and 
brother took hold ef his arm to help him back to 
bed, and the Governor, said to him, Never 
mind, Tommy, I think I oan walk back more 
comfortably by myself,” and he did do.it, put- 
ting one knee and bis bands ou the bed and then 
briuging his other knee, and he fell over in bed

and exclaimed, ‘‘Now I feel more com- 
fortable, Abont a half an hour be- 
fore he died he asked Mr, RBoulhac

From the Raleigh (N. C.) News. 

Gov. Caldwell was born in Morgariton, Burke 
County, Feb. 19, 1817. His father, John Gald- 
well, was an Irishman, who in 1800 settled in 
Morganton, and became a leading merchans of 


the place. He was educated at the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina, whence he 
graduated with distinguished honors 
in 1840. was immediately 


admitted to the Bar, and the same year was 
elected Prosecuting-Attorney for his native 
county. He took an active part in politica, and 
was elected to Many positions of trust. He was 
for several years a member of the North Caro- 
lina House of Commons from Burke County, 
and in 1850 was elected to the State Senate. In 
1848 he was on the Electoral ticket which cast 
the vote of tlie State for Taylor and Fillmore. 
He was a Henry Clay Whig of the most enthu- 
siastic stripe. In 1865 he was appointed aid to 
Provisioaal Gov. Holden, and same year was 
elected a delegate from Burke to the first State 
Convention Which was called after the War. In 
1867 he was nominated by the Republican party 
for Lieutenant Governor, to which office he was 
elected. He was inangurated on the Ist of July, 
1868, and, as presiding ofiger of the Senate, 


discharged his duties in esych a man- 
ner as to secure the encomiums of 
the members of both _ political par- 
ties. On the deposition of ov. 


Holden by the Legislature in December, 1870, 
Gov. Caldwell succeeded to the Executive chair. 
In April, 1872, he was nominated on the first 
ballot as the Republican candidate for Govern- 
or, and was elected by a majority of 2,000. As 
a criminal lawyer, Gov. Caldwell stood at the 
head of his profession in the citcuit where he 
practiced, and in all tbe mutations of parties 
never falled of an election before the people 
when be was a candidate.

It isa 
sad coincidence that at Hillsboro, pever his 
home, Gov. Caldwell sought his early edueation, 
married lis bride, aud met his death.

Tue impression made by Paganini at his first 
coucert was overwhelming. ‘** The crowd in the 
Opera-Hause was wild withexcitement. He bad 
to play nearly everything twice over, an was 
not only greeted with vehement clapping of 
hauds, but every lady leaned forward out of her 
box to wave her handkerchief at Lim; people in 
the pit stood up on the benclies, shouting * Hur- 
rah! Bravo! Neither Sontag nor Pasta made 
such an impression bere, mach less any other 
artist.” 

Moscheles complains in his diary of his utter 
inability to find language capable of conveying a 
description of Paganini’s wonderful perform- 
ance. Had that long-drawn, soul-searchi 
tone lost for a single second its balance, it woul 
have lapsed into a discordant cat's-mew; bat it 
never did so, and Paganiui's tone was always his 
own, and unique of its kind. The thin strings 
of his instrument, on which alone it was possible 
to conjure forth those myriads of notes, and 
tril and cadenzas, would have been fatal in 
the bands of an other violm- player, but with 
him they were —— adjuncts, and, last- 
ly, his compositions were so ultra original, 60 
completely in harmony with the weird and 
strange figure of the man, that, if wanting in 
depth and earnestness, the deficiency never be- 
trayed itself during the author's dazzling dis- 
play of power 
The fever of Inthusiasm continued, and to en- 
able Paganini ſto understand the ra 
hrases in the newspapers, Mrs. Moscheles trans- 
ated them intd Italian for bim; these encomi- 
ums, high-flow as they were, were outdone by 
Paganini's own) letters of gratitude. Paganivi 
is frequently at friends“ houses, where he plays 
both violin aud tenor alternately in his own 
qnartets. Mori| commissions oschelles to 
write for bim] a piece, Gems a la Paga- 
nini,“ but takes the precaution of first secur- 
ing Paganini’s o A day and a half suffice 
to complete this} composition, and then Mori aud 
Moscheles go together to the wily Italian.

To the Editor of The Chicage Tribune; 

Sta: Your correspondent of last Sunday 
takes exception to my view of the origin of 
the differentiation of tne sexes. As I remarked

Whenever these choose to trust 
no longer, the authority of his Majesty,” or 
“Excellency,” or whatever else the particular 
individual’s title of distinction may be, has vau- 
ished, And their acts, decrees, and laws are the 
acts of agents solely, which take effect onl 
when they are ratified by the acquiescence 0 
„ fighting men. 

Tue necessity of that ratifieation is the thing 
which that blow against the cardinal principles 
of true liberty, the ** the Dartmouth College De- 
cision,” denies. It declares the acts of the 
ageut, called “State Government,” binding 
upon the master. the people of the State. with- 
out ever giving the latter a chance to either 
ratify or reject it. It thereby declares the agent 
the Absolute owner of his master, and tries to 
abolish, at one fell swoop, the freedom of the 
sovereign people. Tnes to abolish; for that 
decree, as well as any other, must have the ap- 
proval of the actual power by the acquiescence 
of the fighting men. Unless the ügbting men 
choose to Make themselves the property of their 
governing agents, to be disposed of atthe will 
and pleasure of the latter, they will simply re- 
fuse to ratify, and will withhold their acqui- 
escence by rising against any attempted execu- 
tion so soon as it shail be worth while to do so. 

IT I8 DIFFICULT TO UNDERSTAND 
how a doctrine which declares a set of fellows, 
accidentally chosen as the Legislature of the 
State, empowered to make an inviolable con- 
tract with any individual, even though that 
contract may give away the entire property of 
the citizens of the State,—aye, and the proceeds 
of their labor for all time to come,—for a song, 
and which decrees the obligation of the people 
to quietly submit to the sell-out ‘ eontracted” 
for by the handful of} fellows composing the 
Legislature, could ever arise to the dignity of 
being acknowledged a high court. us the 


Judges were guided by no Jess an authority than 


that of the intellectual father of the Declaration 
of Indepeadence, Thomas Paine, who has fur- 
nished the original argument supporting that 
preposterous assumption. I shall try to expose 
the egrogious faliacy of his spurious plea in this 
case in a future article. 

For the present, I shall confine my remarks to 
the above statement of my opponent, In either 
the case of England or America, or in any other, 
the actual power is possessed, as before men- 
tioned, by the individuals whom Nature has en- 
dowed with tae qualities ennabliug them to take 
the part of a warrior in an actual contest. That 
„ pover“ is inherent in, and belonging to, the 
bodies of these men; can 

NEITHER BE GIVEN NOR GRANTED 
to them, nor to any person not possessing it nat- 
mrally; nor can it taken away, except by 
either destroying the life, or damaging the body, 
anu thereby makmg an in vad of the whilom 
possessor of fighting power. Aud whether any 
one of the individuais possessed of fighting pow- 
er is exercising the right of. suffrage in the State 
he is living in, or not, does not s the slight- 
est difference in the fact of his possession of 
that power. He has got exactly as much of it as 
Nature bas given him, whether he be allowed to 
vote or not, and he can at any time exercise his 
power either in favor of or in opposition to the in- 
peresis of the State. Being eudowed with the 
average intelligence of human kind, he will, 


whenever the favorable opportunity offers, exer- | 


cise that power in furtherance of what he up- 
poses to be his interests, by fighting or helping 
to fight against the party or parties eontrary to 
them. But the exercise of the right of suffrage 
by the fighting meu, er by any ether class of 
beings, is simply 
A QUESTION OF EXPEDIENCY 

with the party which, having the superior power 
ds the reins of 
Government. It they deem it prudent and 


. beneficial to their interests te suppress the ex- 


reusion of opinions which is given by the suf- 
rages of the voters, they will undoubtedly do 
so. But they cannot, by doing 80, the 
natural fighting power of the individuals de- 


prived of the right of suffrage; and, though the 


utter may be thoroughly prevented from giving 
their opinions by their votes, or perhaps even by 
the exercise of free speech,” they cannot be 
prevented from exercising their natural faculties, 
eonstitating fighting power, whenéver they

the Government, it is likely to be respected, and 
peacefully to be submitted to, by the opposite 
party, as the probability is bine f reat that the 
number of men, possessed uting power, 
who have elected the Government by voting with 
the majoriey party, form actually the stronger 
fighting power existing in the State; and hence 
if the ultimate decision of the sword is 
to, it is likely to confirm the decision given by 
the ballot-box; which fact, of itself, greatly 
jessens the probability of an to force. 

It appears, then, that the right of suffra-> is 
merely an institution based on the dictates of 
2 and intended to avoid civil wars and 

loody encounters, and to sary: hag far as — 
sibie, the peaceful existence of the State. It is | 
merely reasonable to ask the men, endowed by 
Nature with fighting power, ebout their opinions 
in matters of state, and to pay to their opinions 
the respect due to their actual power, simply be- 
because, if they are not asked, they may choose, 
and, as soon as an opportunity arises, undoubt- 
edly will choose, to enforce their opinions by 
the weight ef the fighting power they possess. 

Now, if, for he Administration of 
England excludes a number of individuals 
from the right of 8 „that is, from having 
their opinions taken notice of and respected in 
the acts of government,—it is either forced to try 
to inquire into the opinion of that part of its 
population indirectly, go as to avoid such a dis- 
regard of their sentiments as might drive them 
to take care of their interests by exercising their 
netural taculties through armed resistance; or 
to biindly run the risk of the latter eventuality.

Miss Jex-Biake and Mr. Huxley

Of the papers submitted to me, 
is was the only one respecting which 1 
felt justified in giving an opinion, I took 
the pains to read the particular auswers, 
which, in my judgment, necessitated rejection, 
to the lady who, ac Miss Jex-Liake’s wish, sought 
my judgment, and I thought I satisfied her that 
this examiner, at any rate, had acted with per- 
fect fairness. As Miss Jex-Blake may possibly 
think that my decision was mluenced by preju- 
dice against her cause, allow me to add that sueh

THE CLIQUE WHOSE INTERESTS BE SERVES. 
The real question of our integrity never found 
a place in his programme.

ful; but personal observation of. that society, 
and personal contact with many of its 
artists, soon dispel the agreeable illusion, 
and the new aspirant to artistic 
honors ia not long in espousing the cause of 
one or the other of these factions; the barrier 
becomes complete, and extends itself, not only 
to artiste’ studios, but to their homes; and 
months—nay, even years—pass without any oc- 
casion presenting itself for two artists, who 
perhaps, working within a stone's throw of each 
other, to exohange aword or a salutation, Much 
aa this condition of things is to be deplored, it 
nevertheless exists, and, when koown, may serve 
to render the trae point of Mr. Healey s attack 
more perspicnous. 

And here I must protest against the use which 
bas been made of the namé of Mr. Powers in 
connection with this attack. A man utterly de- 
void of all petty jealousies; greater, even, as a 
man than as an artist, kindly and helpful to his 
younger brethren, generous and just to all, I

No! the object of this attack is not to defend 
the honor of American art.

Would that its aims were so 
pure! It is now many years since I first set foot 
in Rome, and the same influences are at work 
now as then, to undermine the reputation o 
houest artists. Is it not time that these disgrace- 
ful attacks shouid cease? What discredit they 
east upon a noble profession! What infinite 
discredit and contempt they bring upon the 
name of American artist! What!“ exclaimed 
Signor Gentili, the Roman lawyer, upon receiy- 
ing his instructions regarding Mr. Piatti, “is it 
powsible that the American artists speak 
at each other in this manner] Thank God 
that our Italians, jealous of each other as they 


may be, have never yet descended to such mean- 


ness! And it is true. It is left for the Amer- 
ican artista ta assail each other with a pertinaci- 
ty and an animosity unknown to any other 
nationality of the fraternity. It is left for our 
countrymen to organize a form of attack which, 
for utter baseness, ean never be surpassed. Is 
there nothing in Art, nothing in the exercise of 
a noble vocation, which should raise us a little 
way beyond the sphere of 
VULGAR AIMS AND MISESABLE JEALOUSTES ? 

Must we be forever trailing her white garments 
through the mud, and be forever vilifying our 
brethren? Our calumpiators may, indeed, im- 
pose upon the credulity of afew; but is it not 
possible that, by their very bitterness, they may 
yet defeat their own object? Is it not possible 
that all honest and honorable men may yet dis-

Long Branch, perhaps, more than any other 
warm-weather haunt, except Saratoga, is filled 
with people having few valuable acquisitions 
Save money. You feel the presence of money, 
sometimds overwhelmingly, the moment you step 
upon the long platform at the station. If, in 
stead of driving, you choose to walk down the 
Bluff on the wey toa hotel, you feel money more 
sensibly than ever in the fow tawdry turnoute that 
cover you with dust as they dash by. Tlie at- 
mosphere of the piazzas that you eross to 
reach the botol-parlor is redolent of money; 
and in the dinivg-room money is almost stifling, 
Doubtless the majority of persons who go to 
Long Branch go there not merely for display, 
but for genuine enjoyment after their own 
fashion; nevertheless their enjoyment is in 
what they would find intolerable bad they more 
taste, culture, and refinement. 

Naturally, therefore, since money ie the ap- 
parevt cause of the Long Branch population, 
the effect seen in the clothes—forming, as 
you know, no insignificant part of feminine wa- 
tering-place life—is of exceeding expense, not, 
by any means, always tempered by good taste 
and propriety.

A very interesting and readable volume, en- 
titled ** Memories of Westminster Hall,” has 
been 2 from the expensive London edi- 
tion by Estes & Lauriat. The book (Vol. 1) is 
principally a collection of anecdotes of the no- 
tabie Judges and lawyers who have in 
that famous court of justice. Probably no edi- 
fice in the world possesses such a rich fund of 
historical associations as Westminster Halli. 
It has been the scene of many grand legal ex- 
hibitions, kingly corggations and royal ban- 

uetings for several ceaturies past, Charles I. 
the Earl of Essex, Sir Walter Raleigh, and 
Warren Hastings there had their trials; m- 
well sat there, when he wore almost purple 
enough to seem a Kiug; and the young Scotch 
Pretender, with disguised face, looked dowo 
from its balconies upon the banquet which the 
„Merry Monarch” gave after his coronation. 
The book is fu'l of these interesting incidents 
of English public hfe which bave transpired in 
this historical place. The following extracts 
will give the reader some idea of the attractive 
coutents of the vohume:

Bursting SBrains—A Singular Sickness 


in Mexico. 
Tlalenango Letter to the New York Graphic, 
A most singular and unaccountable disease 


commonly known asthe “ bursting sickness,’ 
has broken out in this vicinity, and already bas 
spread to many of the neighboring villages and 
cities. The people are in consternation by rea- 
son of the many deaths which have occurred. 
The doctors—wretched medical men at best 


are at a loss how to deal with the trouble, and 


the priests have their hands full. Tlalenango, 
Boianos, Cartegena, and even Sanceda Hac 


are suffering more or less, and there is no tellin 
where or even when the disease is to stop. 
am not an expert in describing sickness, but the 
trouble seems to me to be an unusual discharge 
of nerve force into the brain. The symptoms 
are sudden nausea, followed almost immediately 
by a severe and sharp pain along the spine, pro- 
ceeding from its lower extremity to the head. 
and described as feeling as though a bluut knife 
were scraping upward. There is then—when the 
pain reaches the back of the bead—a sharp and 
poignant distress there which makes the patient 
delirious, although it never produces unconscious- 
ness or loss of the right uses of the senses. The 
eyes are bloodsbot and wild, with pupils greatiy 
contracted. ‘he sensitiveness to light is iu- 
tense, so that even in paroxysms of excruciatin 
agony the patient will rise and seek a dark 
place. This state lasts commonly not more 
than thirty to forty 3 during which the 
patient feels as though his head was splitting ; 
and when this condition has lasted for about half 
an hour the cranium actuaily burste open at the 
sutures, as is sometimes the case with infants 
whose heads split thus after death from water 
on the brain. The sound produced by this rend- 
ing assunder of the bones of the skull can 
plainly be heard full 10 feet from the patient, 
It is said that in some instances the disruption 
is extremely sudden, and accompanied with a 
noise: still louder. This occurs, too, at a mo- 
ment when the sufferer is in full consciousness, 
and it is terribie to witness. The disease broke 
out at the silver-mining region at Bolanos 
about two weeks ago, and its cause is unknown. 
About 300 persons, generally adults, have al- 
ready died of it, and itis yet spreading. The 
sickness is, so far as I know, as unique as it is 
singular. 

Bull-Fight Extraordinary.

THE TURF. 
A REVIEW OF THE DEXTER PARK RACES. 

The meeting which had just closed, leaving 
aside its financial resuit, was an entire success 
in every respect, aod reflectscredit not ouly upon 
its manager, but upon the whole community. 
When Dexter Park was taken by Mr. Mansur, it 
seemed as if the days of racing were over in 
Chicago, so disgusted had the people become 
with the glaring dishonesty which was practiced 
on every hand, With horsemen all over the 
country, the name of the track was the synonym 
for everything that was fraudulent and vile 
in turf sport, and when the welcome 
approach of winter put an end to 
the season of 1873, a very general 
desire was expressed that Dexter Park should be 
permanently closed, and that racing should end. 
Popular sentiment favored ite entire abolition ia 
this city if it could not be conducted honestly. 
For a long time Messrs. Tucker & Sherman, the 
owners of the Park were intent upon shutting it 
up, and adding the ground to the Stock-Yarda, 
which was then somewhat cramped for room, 
but the urgent solicitations of a number of gen- 
tlemen flually prevailed, and it was resolved to 
give the track one more chance to redeem itself, 
and, if that was a failure, to wipe it out for- 
ever. The trouble was 
with sufficient money and {knowledge of 
turf matters who had the hakdibood to assume 


on the sabject, and after much deli 
at last agreed to run the track, provided he cou. d 
pe allowed to run it in his owu way, anf without 
any outside interference. This ion was 
unhesitatingly granted, and has u faithfully 
regarded ever since. What has been the result 
of the change m management? Briefly this: 
We have been furnished with a season of rare 
turf sport. in which every race was con- 
ducted with the utmost fairness io all 
respects. There was gambling on the track, 
it is true, and it is an absolute impossibility to 
do away with it; bu: those who engage in it can 
be compelled to act fairly in their dealings, and 
this is what was done at Dexter Park. Hence. 
there have been no complaints about swind.es 
in this meeting. The horses that were brought 
here were the best that the country afforded. 
aud, with a few exceptions, they were all un- 
usually prompt in participating in the various 
trials of sp This will be readily understood 
when it is stated that there were seveial tielids 
in which over eight started, and iu one or two 
the starters were so numerous that there was 
not room enough for them to go abreast 
on the track. The time made in the differ 
ent races was exceedingly good, and will 
undoubtedly stand well when compared with what 
will be made in the other meetings. The only thing 
that was lacking was & proper appreciation bv 
the public of the effort that was made to amuse 
them. Though the general attendance was suili- 
ciently large to save the management from apy 
pecuniary loss, it was not what it should have 
been, nor what it will be when the next meeting 
is given, which will probably be in the fall. Tue 
people are now convinced that a race-track can 
be conducted honestly in Chicago, and will give 
it their support.

The enter- 
tainment did not afford anything like the satis- 
faction that was anticipated, and was by no 
means as enjoyable as any of the races in the 
regular meeting. The audience treated the ex- 
hibition with great indifference, and many of 
them were actually displeased with it, setting it 
down for what it really was—an exceedingly tame 
affair. But the tameness can be reasonably ac- 
counted for, and it is only proper that 
an explanation should be made which 
will free Mesers. Doble and Mace, the horses,

from all blame. In the first place, a regular 
simoon was blowing almost directly from the 
southwest, and swept the back stretch with all 
its force and parching heat. It was absolutely 
impossible for the horses to trot in the teeth of 
the wind at anything like their best speed, and.

It is 
a well-known fact among horsemen and others 
who understand the peculiarities of Goldsmith 
Maid, that she cannot be forced to the top of her 
speed uniess there is a horse at her side that us 
fast enough to stir her to greater energy. Ful- 
lerton can do it at times, but he was in no condi- 
tion for the work yesterday, and hence 
the mare practically trotted alone. This 
explanation ought to be sufficient 
to satisfy the audience that there 
was no disposition to defraud them of that to 
which they were justly entitled,—a fast race, 
There could be no object in hoiding back the 
borses, for their previous performauces are too 
well known, and it is also pretty generally 
understood that Fullerton stands little or no 
chance to beat the Maid, even under the most 
advantageous circumstances. Therefore, Mr, 
Doble and Mr, Mace, and the other persons con- 
cerned in the race, should be relieved of any re- 
sponsibility for the comparative failure of the 
horses to perform what was expected of them, 
and the blame should be laid where it nghtfuily 
belongs, on the elements. 
Fullerton had the pole at the commencement, 
but behaved so badly in scoring that the race 
was delayed for some time. Both finally got off 
even, but the Judge did not keep on his feet very 
long. He broke badly on the turn, and had to 
be pulled almost to a standstill before he struck 
a trotting gait again.

BASE BALL. 
CHICAGOS VS. ATLANTICS. 


The fourth game of the championship series 


between the White Stockings, of Chicago, and 
the Brooklyn Atlantics, was played yesterday 
afternoon in the presence of about 2,000 spec- 
tators, at least one-half of them ladies, who 
filled the grand stand completely. Thé after- 
noon was clear and intensely hot,—one of the 
hottest of the year,—and a terrific gale swept 
across the grounds from the southwest, adding 
to the speed of the pitchers, and making the 


batting difficult. At least, such would be the
